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1 . Claims 9-25 are pending. 

2. Applicant's election with traverse of Group I, now claims 9-25, species Group 13 in the 
reply filed on 8-15-05 is acknowledged. The traversal is on the ground(s) that it would be an 
undue burden to examine the other species. This is not foimd persuasive because search burden 
is not relevant to 35 USC 371 applications. 

The requirement is still deemed proper and is therefore made FINAL. 

3. It is noted that reference BB was received by the USPTO, main PCT branch on 
December 19, 2002, however said reference is not part of the file, if applicant would kindly 
resubmit it, it would be appreciated. 

4. It is noted that Applicant has claimed priority to German application 199 39 982.4. Since 
said application was not in English and a certified translation has not been received by the 
Office, AppHcant has not been granted the priority date of 8-24-99 for 35 USC 102(a) art 
purposes. 

5. The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 102 that form the 
basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 

A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(a) the invention was known or used by others in this country, or patented or described in a printed publication in this 
or a foreign country, before the invention thereof by the applicant for a patent. 

6. Claims 9-25 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(a) as being anticipated by Suck et al. 
(reference BC on the IDS submitted 1-28-03). 

Suck teaches isolation of essentially pure group 1, 2, and 3 group grass allergens by using 
hydrophobic interaction chromatography, gel filtration and cation exchanger chromatography 
with Tris/Hcl-buffered aqueous solution. It is noted that claims 24 and 25 are included since the 
same starting material and the same steps were carried in Suck et al, as disclosed by the instant 
specification for isolating Group 13 grass allergens, therefore it would be inherent in the method 
taught by Suck et al., to isolate Group 13 allergens using the methods taught in Suck et al.
